$300,000,000 RAISE

McAdoo Orders Increase in 
Rates to Cover Higher Pay 
and Advanced Cost of Coal 
and Other Supplies. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—To meet 
wage increases just announced, and 
higher costs of coal and ‘Other sup- 
plies this year, “Director-General Mc- 
Adoo today ordered railroad freight 
rates in the United States raised 25 
per cent and passenger fares in- 
creased to 3 cents a mile from the 
present basis of about 2% cents. It 
is estimated that the program will 
bring between $800,000,000 and 
$900,000,000 more revenues to the 
railroads within the next year. - It 
represents by far the biggest rate in- 
crease in the history 2?f railroads. 
This announcement followed that 
of wage increases for railroad men 
totaling about $300,000,000 a year.

by the Navy Department

stroyer through the mass of blazing 
and exploding wreckage covering the

57 Others Mentioned. 

Six officers who commanded life 
and motor boats which entered the 
wreckage to rescue men who were 
being badly burned about the head 
and arms, two surgeons and a chap- 
lain and 48 seamen who were with 
them, were mentioned for com- 
mendation. 

Admiral Wilson, in describing the 
situation, said: “The sea to the lee- 
ward of the wreck was covered by a 
mass of boxes of smokeless powder 
which were repeatedly exploding, and 
amongst this wreckage were a num- 
ber of survivors. The wreckage 
was so thick that small boats were 
unable to reach these men. Heat 
from the burning vessel in the vicin- 
ity was so intense that a converted 
yacht present with wooden upper 
works, could not safely penetrate the 
wreckage. 

“Under these conditions, Lieut. 
Haislip took his vessel at high speed 
into the midst of the wreckage, at 
considerable risk of detonating the 
depth charges carried on his vessel, 
and mede lanes through which the 
small boats towed by his and other 
vessels could reach the survivors. 
“The dash, initiative and courage 
shown by Lieut. Haislip on this oc- 
casion are in accord with the best 
traditions of our service, and it is 
recommended that he be commended 
by the Navy Department.”

He was a Sergeant at 
the time, and took command of his 
company when all of his superior of- 
ficers were killed. The company 
was instructed to take one trench, 
but did not stop until it had taken 
three, and 300 prisoners. At the 
very beginning of the charge Canal 
was wounded in both hands and the 
right arm, but remained at the head 
of his men until the work was done. 
He was promoted to be a Louis-Lieu- 
tenant. 

Later he won the Croix de Guerre 
with one palm and two stars for he- 
roic fighting at Souchez, Seppois in 
Alsace, Vimy Ridge and: Verdun. At 
Vimy Ridge he took command of his 
company when the other officers 
were killed and held it for three 
days. On another occasion he vol- 
unteered to capture a German trench 
with 60 men, and did so after four 
hours of fighting with grenades in 
broad daylight. He has been 
wounded several times, the latest 
having been in the fighting in Che- 
min-des-Dames. 

Lieut. Canal belongs to those Co- 
lonials who rarely give and never 
expect to receive quarter, and who 
take a sinister pride in the belief 
that if a Colonial, officer or man, is 
taken prisoner, his fate will be 
prompt execution. They consist of 
white troops brigaded with Singa- 
lese and Soudanese, who, when sent 
in to the charge, pull off their boots 
and tie them around their necks, 
get rid of rifles and grenades as 
quickly as possible and get ftnto close 
action with their murderous knives. 

“We have the most difficult time,” 
said the Lieutenant, holarly and 
mild appearing person with specta- 
cles, “‘in getting these African troops 
to spare even one prisoner whom we 
could make talk. I remember at 
Verdun I left four Singalese to watch 
a dugout in which there were 20 
Germans. When I got back every 
German's throat had been cut, al- 
though I had told the savages they 
were to be held as prisoners.” 

Asked whether the blacks were 
disciplined for disobeying orders, 
the gentle-spoken Lieutenant shrug- 
ged his shoulders. j

Yet let no one, perceiving all these 
signs of amiability, politeness and 
gentleness, be deceived for a moment 
into the mistaken notion that these 
men, from the unrazored youth cf 
22 to the hirsute veteran of 35, are 
not killers—probably, man for man, 
the deadliest species of genus homo 
now ranging the globe. Also, let no 
one be deceived if he sees them 
scuffling along on the march, with 
heads and shoulders bent. Under 
this appearance of relaxation is hid- 
den a tiger-like capacity for leaping 
into instantaneous and formidable 
kaction. Every man of them is, and 
has often proved himself to be, as 
dangerous as a stick of dynamite. 

Other soldiers may pride them- 
selves on a certain science in destroy- 
ing life, but the “Blue Devils” are 
virtuosi in the fine art of slaughter, 
artists of an unparalleled skill and 
enthusiasm, It was they who discov- 
ered that the most expeditious meth- 
od of clearing one’s bayonet for ac- 
tion after impaling a boche is to 
plant a sound kick on the victim's 
chest before he has time to fae 
They should be watched closely when 
they have lapsed into those frequent 
fits of abstraction from which they 
are aroused by any proffer of friend- 
liness; then one can read the hiero- 
glyphics written in the rapt, far- 
looking gaze, upon the stern, war- 
scarred visages. 

A skilful reader of faces will see 
first that these are men to whom 
death, whether suffered or adminis- 
tered, has literally and quite simply 
become a matter of no more import 
than the snapping of a finger. He 
will see that the “Blue Devils” are 
not only killers, but killers who have 
found a satisfactory moral sanction 
for their ferocity. Most unaffected- 
ly they are cofivinced that it is a holy

Gained Nickname in This War. 
The Chausseurs, although their or- 
ganization dates from the time of 


Napoleon III, did not gain the nick- 
name “Blue Devils” until this war. 
It was extorted from the Germans 
themselves, after the Chausseurs had 
made their very first charge in Al- 
sace at the beginning of the conflict. 
The Huns, appalled at these tigers 
in blue uniforms who plunged upon 
them with their darling weapon, the 
bayonet, in rage and admiration 
christened them 
feln.” Instead of resenting the im- 
putation that they were 
Tophet, the Chausseurs seized upon 
the nickname as a precious accolade, 
and they are known throughout 
France today as “Les Diables 
Bleues.”’ 

The Chausseurs—-one of the four 
great divisions of French infantry— 
are themselves divided into two 
classes. These are “Chausseurs a 
Pied’’—literally hunters on foot— 
and “Chausseurs Alpins,” or Alpine 
hunters.

Minimum charges on less than car- 
load shipments will be increased in 
accordance with new class ratings, 
but in no case is the charge on a sin- 
gle shipment to be less than 560 cents. 
The minimum charge for carload 
shipments is to be $15 per car. 

Referring to differentials, 
orders says: 

“In establishing the freight rates 
herein ordered, while established 


rate groupings and fixed differentials 
are not required to be used, their 
use is desirable if found practicable, 
even though certain rates may re- 
sult which are lower or higher than 
would otherwise obtain.’’ 
Pay Increase Ordered. 

General pay increases for nearly 
2,000,000 railroad employes were an- 
nounced yesterday by the Director- 
General, effective next Saturday and

retroactive to last Jan. 1, carrying 
out substantially recommendations 
of the Railroad Wage Commission. 
The aggregate of the increase prob- 
ably will be more than $300,000,000 a 
year, half of which will be distrib-

$100 to nearly $200 each. 

The Director-General departe 
from the Wage Commission's rec- 
ommendation in the following par- 
ticulars: 

The principle of the basic eight- 
hour day is recognized, but, owing 
to exigencies of the war situation, 
hours of employment are not actual- 
ly reduced and overtime is to be 
paid pro rata; future adjustments of 
pay are to be made on the basis of 
eight hours. 

In addition to the ordinary scals 
of increase, day laborers, employed 
mainly on track work, are to get at 
least 2% cents an hour more than 
they received Jast Dec. 31. 

A minimum of 55 cents an hour is 
established for the shop trades, in- 
cluding machinists, boilermakers and 

cksmiths; and, 
ee Seared of Wage Adjustment. 

Women are to receive the same 
pay as men for the same work, and 
negroes are to get the same as white 
men for similar employment. 

To work out a multitude of in- 
equalities of pay among employes do- 
ing similar work in different locali-

Application of Wages. 

The wage order applies to all em- 
Pployes of the 164 roads now under 
Federal management, but not to the 
so-called short lines unless they are 
retained by the Government after 
July 1. It affects employes of term- 
inal, union station, and _ switching 
companies, lighters, ferries and tugs 
owned by railroads, but not employes 
of railroad boat lines on the lakes, 
rivers or coastwise traffic. Although 
Pullman cars now are under Govern- 
ment operation, Pullman employes 
will not benefit unless their admin- 
istration decides eventually to retain 
management of the cars. 

In announcing his decision, Mc- 
Adoo appealed to railroad employes 
to forget dissensions and to remem- 
ber that the success of the war de- 
pends largely on their services. 

The percentages of wage increase 
range from 43 for men who received 
$46 a month in December, 1915, 
down to a small rate for those re- 
ceiving just under $250, and no more 
pay is allowed men who made $250 
or more in 1915. The actual addi- 
tions run up to $34. 

With the exception of office and 
messenger boys under 18, who are 
given smaller increases, all em- 
Pployes who received less than $46 a 
month are given a flat increase of 
$20, with the provision that labor- 
ers paid by the day shall get a mini- 
mum of 2% cents an hour above the 
rate six months ago.

How to Figure Increase. 

To figure the increase he will get, 
each employe should determine the 
pay which his present position car- 
ried in December, 1915, for, if he has 
been promoted or demoted, his new 
wage is based upon the 1915 pay for 
the position which he now holds. In- 
creases which have accompanied pro- 
motions are not increases in the 
sense of the new schedule, since ‘‘the 
wage runs with the place,” not with 
the man. 

Back pay due under the retro- 
active increases will be sent to any 
man who has been dismissed from 
the railroad service since Jan. 1 or 
who has entered the army or navy, 
but not to an employe who quit vol- 
untarily. 

An important principle contained 
in the Director General’s order is 
that reductions in hours since 1915 
are not to be regarded as increases 
in pay. This means employes of the 
four brotherhoods affected by the 
Adamson act are to receive additions 
on top of the increases developed by 
that act. 
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For instance, an engineer

eight hours, with $1 for two hours’ 
overtime. Consequently, the pay will 
be increased on the basis of $4 a day, 
and overtime will be paid at the 
same rate of increase. 

On this principle, train employes, 
including members of the leading 
brotherhoods, will receive «approxi- 
mately the following proportional in- 
creases over 1915 pay, or their equiv- 
alent, when pay is based or miles op- 
erated: Passenger engineers, 11 per 
cent; passenger firemen and helpers, 
28 per cent; passenger conductors, 
15 per cent; passenger baggagemen, 
38 per cent; passenger brakemen and 
flagmen, 40 per cent; freight engi- 
neers, 20 per cent; freight brakemen 
and flagmen, 40 per cent. These men 
also must deduct increases granted 
since 1915. 


Eight-Hour Basis of Pay. 


The recognition of the eight-hour 
basis, though important as a princi- 
ple, does not materially a¥fect the 
new scale. A man who in 1915 re- 
ceived $3 for a 10-hour day would 
now get $4.23 for 10 hours, but this 
$4.23 would be considered as $3.38 
for a day’s work (efrght hours) and 
85 cents for two hours’ overtime, 
When readjustments are made later, 
involving possibly extra rates of pay 
for overtime, the full effect of the 
new principle will become apparent. 

McAdoo explained that, although 
the Wage Commission had not rec- 
ommended adoption of this princ#ple, 
he felt it just to do so, both in view 
of the general movement toward rec- 
ognition of a shorter working day 
and more specifically because the 
Government recognizes the principle 
in public works and contracts. 

The principle of paying women the 
same*as men for comparable work, 
and negroes the same as white men 
for the same services, the Director- 
General explained, is in conformity 
with Government policies m other 
lines of employment. 

The negro rule will affect many 
roads in the South, where negroes 
are employed largely aa firemen and 
trainmeh, switchinen, laborers and 
for other work. This rule will be- 
come effective June 1, but payment 
of back wages will not include in- 
creases resulting from the rule. 

In addition to the rule regarding 
women’s pay, McAdoo specified that 
‘‘where women are employed, their 
working conditions must be healthful 
and fitted to their needs.” He said 
all state or local laws relating 
hours and conditions of -employ- 
ment must be observed.

Or use corro- 
sive sublimate % oz., salt % oz., 
formaldehyde 4 oz. spirits of tur- 
pentine 6 oz Whatever you use 
watch cut. One formula is highly 
inflammable, the other poisonous.”

Stories of Spies

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BARONESS DE KAULLA,

War prisons in Germany were | 

full of French captives, from private | 

soldiers to Emperor Napoleon III 

himself. The time was 1871. 

At a Hamburg fortress was con- 
fined the French Gen. de Cissey. He 
had been captured and sent thither 
some months earlier. His captivity 
was lightened by the friendship of 
a charming woman, herself a politi- 
cal suspect, she said, who called her- 
self ‘the Baroness de Kaulla. 

The imprisoned General quite lost 
his heart to the fascinating Baro- 
ness. Just before he was released 
she disappeared. But he was des- 
tined to meet her again. 

The Baroness was a former wife 
of Col. Jung of the Prussian Army. 
Incidentally, she was one of the 
horde of spies that Bismarck trained 
and organized. 

Shrewd old Bismarck knew de 
Cissey was a brilliant officer and 
that he was due to rise high in 
France’s military world. That was 
why he had sent the Baroness to him |; 
in the weary days of his captivity. 

Bismarck was right. After peace 
was restored the French Government 
began to build up a new military ma- 
chine to replace the one shattered 
by Prussia. And in 1875 Gen. de 
Cissey was made Minister of War. He 
was also a member of the National 
Assembly. 

This was Bismarck’s chance—the 
chance for which he had waited four 
years. He sent the Baroness de 
Kaulla to Paris. 


ERMANY knew France would 
G not rest forever content in the 
memory of the defeat of 1870- 
71. Soon or late the French were 
certain to demand a day of reckon- 
ing. Wherefore every French mili- 
tary secret was of vital importance 
to Germany. 

The Baroness came to Paris and 
rented a pretty apartment between 
de Cissey’s home and the Elysee 
Palace. Then she recalled herself 
to de Cissey’s memory as the charm- 
ing foreigner who had tried to ease 
the weariness of his captivity at 
Hamburg in 1871. 

The President of France and the 
Ministers of his Cabinet used to con- 
fer often in the morning at the Ely- 
see Palace. What was more natural 
than for Gen. de Cissey to stop at 
the Baroness de Kautlia’s apartment 


for luncheon afterward ? 
H ment, toss his ministerial por-- | 
folio carelessly on a table and | 
forget for a while that he was an/| 
overworked statesman. 

The portfolio—or one just like it 
—always remained where he had 
dropped it until he went away. The 
Baroness, however, had one of. her 
spy-servants exchange it daily for 
another portfolio of the game _ ap- 
pearance. While this dummy recep- 
tacle lay «on the table the original 
was ransacked in another room and 
its private papers copied, after 
which it was returned to its place. 

While this pretty game was enact- 
ed with the portfolio the Baroness 
was skillfully wheedling De Cissev 
into blabbing state secrets into her 
attentive ears. Her memory was 
photographic. The moment De 
Cissey had gone she would write out 
a full report of all he had said. 

This report, along with the copied 
papers, was sent every day to Bis- 
marck in Berlin.

Baked Pinto Beans. 

Soak 2 cupfuls of beans—pinto— 
cver night. In the morning drain, 
add fresh water to cover (% tea- 
spoonful of soda may be added), and 
put on fire. Watch the beans, and 
as soon as they come to a boil, drain 
and pour cold water over them, rins- 
ing thoroughly. This gives them the 
firmness which keeps them from get- 
ting mushy. Lay a thin slice of pork 
or bacon in the bottom of the pan. 


Cut up a small onion fine, add this to 
the beans, then pour all into the pan 
or baking dish with the slice of salt 
pork or bacon at the bottom. Take 
a few more slices of salt pork and 
press them down in the beans. Add 
a little salt and a pinch of ground 
mustard, and one teaspoonful of rmo- 
lasses. Cover with water, set them 
in a slow oven and they will require 
less time to bake than navies. As the 
water boils out add more; be sure it 
is always boiling, as cold water added 
to them would retard the cooking. 
They will be a beautiful brown when 
cooked, moist and tender. 


Pinto Bean Salad. 


2 cups pinto beans, 1 green pepper, 
cut fine; 1 small onion, cut fine; 4 
stalks small tender celery, cut fine; 
4 teaspoonful paprika; salt to taste. 

Cook beans until tender, not soft. 
Put in strainer and rinse in cold wa- 
ter so they are set and not mushy. 
Put other ingredients in and pour 
over French dressing; mix well. 
Serve on lettuce leaves. 

Pinto Bean Loaf. 

1 pint cold (cooked) pinto beans, 
1 egg, well beaten; 1 cup bread 
crumbs, 1 tablespoonful finely 
chopped onion, 2 tablespoonfuls to- 
mato soup. Salt and pepper to 
taste. Combine ingredients and shape 
into loaf and bake 25 minutes. Serve 
with strips of broiled bacon on top. 


Puree of Pinto Beans. 
1 quart Pinto Means. 
A ham bone or % pound salt pork. 
Celery, parsley and onion. 
Salt, 4 pepper corns and cloves. 
Directions—-Wash the Pinto Beans 
and soak overnight. In the morning 
drain and put the beans into a sauce- 
pan and cover with hot water. Sim- 
mer as slowly as possible for three 
or four hours. As the water evap- 
orates add more hot water. One hour 
before the beans are done, add i 
ham bone or half pound of salt pork.

ley and onion—salt, four pepper 
corns and two or three cloves if dea- 
sired. When done, pour the soup 
through a sieve, remove the ham 
bone or pork and seasoning, and rub 
the beans through the sieve; then 
add the pulp to the stock, add crou- 
tons.

FULTON-DEMPSEY 
MATCH ARRANGED, 
TELEGRAM STATES 


Dispatch From Manager of Min- 
nesota Giant Names Danbury, 
Connecticut, as Site. 


“Logical Contender” for Heavy- 
weight Crown Also to Battle 
Willie Meehan. 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 27.—Fred 
Fulton, Minnesota's heavyweight 
championship ‘hope,’ and William 
Harrison (“Jack’’). Dempsey of Salt 
Lake City, have been matched to 
fight a 20-round battle at Danbury, 
Conn., according to a telegram from 
Fulton’s manager, Mike Collins. 

The dispatch contains no mention 
of the conditions to govern the purse. 
It adds that Fulton and Willie Mee- 
han have been matched for a bout 
in San Francisco Friday night. 

Meehan is a popular lightweight 
who once fought a draw with Jack 
Dempsey. The contest at Frisco will 
be limited to four rounds,: by the 
laws of the State. 


While the Fulton-Dempsey match 
may be arranged, it is far from as- 
sured, especially in the State men- 
tioned. The dispatch from Minne- 
apolis does not state that Dempsey is 
at present tangled up in two or three 
legal events which may hand him a 
knockout long before Fulton is given 
the chance, 

Dempsey and his manager have 
been served papers_in a $50,000 suit 
by John Reisler of New York, who 
holds a signed contract naming him 
as manager of Dempsey and giving 
him exclusive authority over his 
matchmaking. 

Another action is contemplated in 
Wisconsin, to restrain Dempsey from 
fighting there. Reisler told the Post- 
dispatch that he would positively en-
